Shows How Silver 
Pieces Are Made 


“The Silversmith And His Cratit,” 
a fascinating and interesting ex- 
hibit of the making of silverware 
by Reed & Barton tis now open at 
the Addison Gallery. In a brief 
period of time you can follow the 
development of a bowl, a tea pot, 
or a spoon, from the raw silver to 
your table by way of a series of ex- 
traordinarily fine phiotographs ‘and 
the actual pieces lof silver in pro- 
cess. 

On ‘fourteen display boards each 
with pictures, silver and explana- 
tory labels attached, the fascinating 
story of silver is told. From the 
early days of Greece, through ithe 
Renaissance, to modern times, sil- 
ver hias been the prize of Kings 
and Queens, it has been the favorite 
metal of artisans and craftsmen) 
in fact its story is the story of 
civilization itself. 

To know how the famous hisitori- 
cal pieces, as’ well as the modern 
silver which you use today, were 
made is ito appreciate more fully 
their aesthetic value. This general 
interest in knowing “how” things 
are made has spread throughout the 
country. Adults and children alike 
are crowding to exhiibits which tell 
us “How.” 'The Addison Gallery is 
now cooperating with the famous 
old New Enegiland firm of silver- 
smiths, Reed & Barton, in bringing 
to Andover \this story of a living 
art and ja living iindustry. It is 
easily apparemt that the industry 
of making silver is still a crafit and 
yet ‘that this craft of ancient times 
has now become an industry. A 
bowl which was laboriously ham- 
mered up by hand in olden days’ is 
now placed on ‘a revolving chuck 
anid ispun, or shaped just as a pot- 
ter shapes his earthenware bowl 


on a potter’s wheel. Yet it musit be 
noted that the spinnevr’s skill is no 
less than that of those who ham- 
mered the bowls by hand. Several 
years of training are necessary be- 
fore one can masiter this delicate 
ant. A tea pot is carried through 
many of its sixtyitwo different op- 
erations right before your eyes. 
The various methods of decora- 
tion—chasing—engraving and em- 
bossing are clearly explained. And

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Half Mast Again 


On November 11, 1918, Andover 
celebrated; the world celebrated. 
War had ended, the war to end all 
wars had come to a conclusion. 


Some there were on that day who 
were still too young to understand 
the joy that spread over ‘the world. 
They had been born during those 
eventful four years, and they could 
not know with what fervent hope 
their parents looked forward to a 
life of peace for them. The world 
was rejoicing, for it sincerely be- 
lieved that mo more would its 
young men be sacrificed on the 
field of battle against other young 
men, 

And yet it has happened. This 
week Anidover’s flags dipped to 
half masit again, not this ttime in 
tribute to a veteran of 1917-1918 
who had passed away but to a 23 
year old young man, who was but 
@ year and a month old when the 
war to end all wars ended. A few 
short yearns ago he was going to 
school here. A few short years ago 
asi he carried the scorebook around 
on Brothers Field, no one thought 
thait some day soon an army air- 
plane would fly low over his home 
and dip its wingis in parting salute. 
He was ready to serve his country 
in case of need, and in that ser- 
vice he died—Andover’s firsit hero 
dead of the world catastrophe of 
the 1940's, 


This war wii] end; all wars have 
ended. But what will the end of 
this war bring? Will those who 
have the power to draw up peace 
terms this time give a little sober 
thought to the boys of 191441918 
whio laid down their lives, a little 
sober thought to the boys of 1940- 
194— who gave up ‘their livyes— 
and a little sober thought to the 
little one-year-old and two-year-old 
boys who are brightening up our 
homes today, little boys who we 
hope may never have to sacrifice 
their lives because the rulers of 
our lands can’t seem to base their 
reasoning and thedr actions on the 
principle of the Golden Rule. 


Fairness Demands It 


If Andover were not interested 
from a more or less selfish point of 
view in the bill now before the 
legislature to permit mutual insur- 
ance companies to issue policies 
without the present assessment 
clause, there is Still no doubt as 
to what its stand on the bill would 
be. There seems No valid reason 
for opposing it, and fairness de- 
mands that it be passed. 

In brief the bill provides that 
mutual companies having as good 
a financial status as stock com- 
panies should have the Same privi- 
leges that the other companies 
have. A stock company in Massga- 
chusetts may issue non-assessable 
policies if it has $300,000 paid-up 
capital, or if it writes only fire 
policies, $200,000 paid-up cap- 
ital. What the mutuals are 
Saying to the General Court now 
is: “Let us have that same privi- 
lege if we have $300,000 surplus, 
or $200,000 for fire companies,” 
Both of the Andover companies gat- 
isfy those requirements. 

One proviso in the bill would 
allow companies with only $100,000 
surplus to issue non-assessable 
policies if they have not had to as- 
State would come under that pro- 
viso, and they are all excellent 
companies with a fine reputation 
for dependability but doing a small

volume of business for which more 
than $100,000 surplus would be 
ridiculous. 


What happens in Andover’s case 
is this: our local companies have 
agents in many other states, and 
there they are competing with 
companies whose states allow them 
to sell non-assessable policies. 
Only two states out of the 48 re- 
quire the assessment clause! Nat- 
urally a person in these other 
states is not going to take a policy 
which says that in the event of a 
serious conflagration he may be 
assessed, if from some other com- 
pany he can have a policy which 
does not provide this. 


Anyone interested in Andover 
and interested in Massachusetts 
can vote only one way on this bill, 
and it is hoped that the local rep- 
resentatives and senator will not 
fail to do their duty by both the 
town and the Commonwealth. 


More Lights 


Two places in town could stand 
a little more light. As you enter 
Andover from the direction of 
Boston, doesn’t it bother you a bit 
as you approach the underpass ? 
There’s a knoll on route 28 just 
before you come to the by-pass, 
and it’s really quite difficult to 
know which of various ways you’re 
Supposed to turn. It’s bad enough 
for drivers who know the route, 
let alone strangers, 


The overhead Structure iitself is 
not lighted sufficiently, there being 
just one amber blinker on either 
side of it. And the approaches to 
the underpass are poorly lighted, 
too. The state Should do some- 
thing soon to correct this situa- 
tion, both by installing additional 
lights and by painting the present 
gray cement white. After an acci- 
dent it will be too late. 

The other place where more ef- 
fective lighting could be used is at 
the Essex street railroad crossing 
where several roads join. It is a 
bad traffic arrangement at best, and 
poor lighting only complicates it. 


Better Hurry! 


On next Wednesday the question 
of whether or not Andover tele- 
phone subscribers will have to 
continue to pay a five-cent toll 
charge to Lawrence will be fairly 
well on the way to being settled 
for some time to come. Wednesday 
afternoon the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities will hold a hearing on 
the matter, and the chances are 
that a decision wil] be forthcoming 
as a result of that hearing. What’s 
more important ig this: once that 
decision has been given, there will 
be very little Opportunity to change 
it for some time to come, 

Briefly here’s the story. You 
kave your choice of two things: 
either you are willing to pay a flat 
rate of fifty cents a month extra in 
exchange for unlimited service to 
and from Lawrence, or you prefer 
to keep the present lower monthly 
rate and pay a nickel every time 
you call Lawrence. That is the 
story for the average ’phone user, 
Certainly everyone must have an 
Opinion on which one of those two 
alternatives he prefers. 

Yet quite a number of telephone 
subscribers have not as yet sent in 
their postal card ballots, During 
the next few days the committee 
will make an intensive campaign 


to get in touch with those who 
have not yet responded, If you 
still have your postal card, why not 
drop it in the mail immediately in 
order to save yourself and the 
committee the nuisance of a per- 
sonal call? 


To Close Or Not To Close 


Would you like to know whether 
Andiover’s stores are closing Sat- 
urday or not? We would, itoo. So 
would the stores. Even at this late 
date some of them don’t know 
whether to observe Patriots’ Day 
as a full holiday, a half holiday or 
just nio holiday at all. Even today 
some of tthem are still wondering 
what the others are going to dio. 

The problem iof holiday closing 
is something that we all worry 
about three or four days before the 
holiday and one or itwo days after. 
Then we think no more of it until 
a few days before the next hioliday. 
Telephones are brougihit into play; 
somebody is wondering wihait ‘siome- 
body else thinks about it. Sosanid-so 
is going ito close; such-and-such 
isn’t. The result usually is that 
some do, and some don’t, and those 
that do wish they hadn’t and the 
ones ithat don’t wisih they had. 

Andover’s problemis: on this: score 
are allways complicated 'by the fact 
that local merchants don’t want to 
lbe closed if Lawrence's sitores are 
opened. Their feeling on this point 
is natural. 

It is a state-wide problem, some- 
thing that the legislature should 
decide, flor certainly if a day is im- 
portan't enough to be legislated as 
a holiday, ithen it is important 
enough ito require thait stores be 
closed on that day. One hundred 
and sixty-six years ago Saturday a 
little band of patriots fired ‘the shot 
that was ito bring the founding of 
our nation. That shot was fired 
here in Massachusettis, not too far 
away from Andover, and yet our 
Massachusetts stores are in doubt 
as’ to whether or noit they should 
observe that day. Our General court 
must rule that stores) should be 
closed on holidays. 

In the meantime Andover’s stores 
should formulate some plan of ac- 
tion. Lawrence's ‘stores. nearly all 
follow a uniform rule adopted for 
each occasion by the Chamber of 
Commerce's’ Retail Trade board 
which lis given the authority ito 
rule on such Matters. Andover's 
merchants should get together and 
elect a commiititee which would 
have similar authority, and thus

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Tribute To Oldest Free 
Who Died Recently 


To some in Andover the recent 
death of Agnes Donald Gordon was 
of more than passing interest, not 
only because of her lifetime of ser- 


ried Dr. IM. L. Gordon, and she 
spent the greater part of her life 
working with him in Japan. At the 
time of her death she was the se 
nior member of the Mree church. 
Her ashes are to ‘be brought here 
fior burial. 

In a recent issue of the Boston 
Transcript Jerome D. Greene of 
Camibridge ‘wrote the following 
tribute: 

The death of Agnes Donald Gor- 
dcn, ‘widow of ‘the late Dr. M. L. 
Gordon, brought to a close a long, 
active and beautiful life known far 
beyond 'the limits of her New Eng- 
land background and Andover con- 
nections. For her life in Japan 
marked with its ‘beginning and its 
end the remarkable period during 


years gave way to an intense and 
chauvinistic nationalism which all 
true friends ‘of Japan must hope 
will prove ito ibe short-lived. 


During this period Dr. and Mrs. 
Gordon exercised a large influence 
as representatives of ‘the best that 
western religion and culture could 
contribute to the life of Japan. 
They went there in 1872, immediate- 
ly after their marriage, to join the 
little group of missionaries sent out 
from Boston ‘by ithe American 
Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions, Their life soon be- 
came identified with the Doshisha 
University, founded in Kyoto ‘by Jo- 
seph Hardy Neesima, whom Al- 
pheus Hardy ‘had brought to Boston 
and educated at Amherst and An- 
dover, and who returned to his 
native land to become its outstanid- 
ing apostle of Christian education 
in the new era. Although Dr. Gor- 
don ‘had been trained in medicine 
as ‘well as in theology, his prime in- 
terest in teaching and evangelistic 
work absorbed his energies and he 
withdrew from medical practice

his missionary work. For two yeang 
he suffered an affliction that de 
prived him of the use of his eyes,

that faith, clarifying for them and 
fer others whio became ‘Christians 
the peculiar contributions of each 
fa‘h to the religious heritage of hu- 
manity.

Their children 
erected a building for the latter ac- 
tivities @s a memorial to their 
father; and when circumstances 
necessitated dispensing with the 
use of the ‘building the proceeds of 
its sale were established as a fel- 
lowsihip fund at the Doshigha in 
Dr. Gordon’s memory.

Samuel C. Bartlett and Mrs.

A son, 
Donald ‘Gordon, a graduate of Har- 
vard and a Bositon lawyer, died in 
19238. 

As one whose intimate acquain- 
tance with Mrs. Gordon was tthat 
of a child with a much-beloved 
friend of his \parents, half a cen- 
tury ago, I can hardly do justice in 
other ‘than general terms, to her 
chiaracter and jlife’s work. Never- 
theless, the memory of her person: 
ality at a itime long past has been 
revived Iby a ‘brief meeting in re 
cent years and has shown that the 
qualities a child can admire are 
among those 'that ennoble a whole 
life. She retained in her old age 
the warm and motherly affection 
which had always characterized 
her; and along with it the sparkle 
of merriment, enlivening a friend 
ship that won ithe devotion of those 
who knew her.

Phillips Academy’s students are 
at present engaged in a camipaign 
to send an ambulance abroad, with 
the Society of Inquiry and the 
Student Council joining in sponsor- 
ing the drive. The administration 
has agreed to double the fund if 
the ‘boys collect $500. 

The ambulance will be a desert 
ambulance for service in Africa 
with the Australians and the Free 
French. It is painted khaki gray 
on the outside and white on the 
inside. The frame is of steel and 
the sides are of wood covered with 
canvas, steel being at a minimum 
because of the intense desert heat. 

Boxes are built below the at- 
tendant’s seat for first aid equip- 
ment. It will hold four stretchers, 
and with the stretcher holders up 
against the wall it will seat 14 per- 
sons.
